claimed 11 more enemy ships. 


A British submarine sank a 10,000 


ton Japanese cruiser of the Haguro 
class in the Southwest Pacific. 
American submarines bagged ten 
more — two small warchaft, six 
freighters and two tankers—run- 
ning their wartime total to 1,163. 


A record 4,000 tons of incendi- 
aries scattered by B-28s set 
fires 


raging through four Japanese cities 
Including Nippon's magnesium pro- 
during centei and the Kure naval 
base.MacArthur Directs Invasion. 


General MacArthur personally di- 


rected the Sunday morning Inva- 
sion of the Balikpapan oil area on 
Southeastern Borneo. Enemy snv- 
pers spotted him when he visited 
thef most advanced position and 
sent a hall of bullets singing around 
him. Combat troops ducked. The 
general remained erect, and un- 
harmed. 
Five thousand Aussies, by Jap- 
anese estimate, made the Ballkpap

had now secured domination of 
all Borneo and had virtually com-
